Mr. Liston states inter alia that he has 
prosecuted 200 milk suppliers since the Dairy 
Act came into operation. The Act imposes 
penalties on the manager for accepting dirty 
milk as well as on the farmer for offering it. 
In how. many cases has Mr. Liston prose- 
cuted the manager’? I have not heard of any 
instance in which he has done so, though 
one would infer from. his letter that the 
manager's guilt is at least equal to that of 
the farmers. If. as Mr. Johnson remarked 
at the hearing, the farmers and managers are 
conspiring '' to keepesthe country poor, 
surely both deserve. imprisonment, and it 
should be easy to get the required evidence. 

If the District Justice and State Solicitor 
were right in thinking, as they appear to 
think, that managers could in all cases reject 
all milk tendered which was not of a hith 


| standard of cleanliness, without serious injury 
to their creameries.

been no. necessity for the inclusion of this 
particular section in the Dairy Act, or of 
the expensive machinery provided for its en- 
forcement, or of the ‘fines—which, by the 
way. in the opinion of many are often un- 
necessairly severe in the case of first offences.

BEYOND DARWIN. 


WORLD SHORTAGE. 
OF TIMBER SOON.

‘The immense diversity of subjects dealt 
with at the British Association . meetings 
at Leeds to-day was illustrated by two of 
the. addresses. by Presidents of sections. In 
the Economics Section, Professor BD: -H. 
MacGregor, of Oxford, discussed the effect 
of great combines’ on industrial peace; 
while Dr. G. P. Bidder, of Cambridge, pre- 
siding over the Zoology Section, carried 
Darwinism a stage further than the ape 
by post-dating man’s descent to the jelly- 
fish. - 

Professor MacGregor suggested that 
another step towards industrial peace and 
the sharing of administrative industrial 
control by Labour might follow the de- 
velopment of big combines with large scale 
standardised production and more broadly 
applied systems of scientific management. 
“Trade anions,” he said, “have been 
suspicious of attachments of [Labour to 
capitalist government within individual 
businesses, but these objections, it may be 
suggested, would not be so serious against 
the representation of organised Labour on 
the government of great combines. Great 
combines render a solution more possible 
and also more urgent. Some great funda- 
mental industry combined, either volun- 
tarily or, as in Germany, by law, might 
develop a: solution by the.method of trial 
and amendment in respect of wage dis+ 
putes in fundamental industries. It seems 
to be a possible addition to our methods 
that, when negotiations have narrowed the 
issue to the smallest difference, and there 
is yet no agreement, the disaster of stop- 
page might be averted if the trade union 
could be enabled, pending arbitration, to 
advance to its members the whole or a 
part of the difference in question, subject 
to a guarantee of being refunded as much 
of its claim as the award sustained. This 
might be called the method of continuation 
pay. It would always be less than strike 
pay, since the latter is about two-fifths of 
wages, while the difference in dispute 
would often be as much as half of that.

BEYOND DARWIN. 


THE JELLYFISH AS THE 
SCIENTIST’S ANCESTOR. 

Dr. Bidder, in a paper on “ The Ancient 
History of Sponges and Animals,’ said 
that if we had been “higher animals ' 
averaging ten generations a year fer a 
thousand million years, those ten thousand 
million generations might have brought us 
from jellyfish to men, bat a thousand 
generations a year would be a very mode- 
rate number for flagellates and pre- 
flagellates,” so that ten or twenty 
million years would give them as many 
steps im evolution to make a flagellate from 
nothing as it had taken us to build up a 
flagellate into that highest of all living 
creatures—a member of the British As- 
sociation. Qur ancestors were flagellates, 
or lower than flagellates, and passed their 
whole active lives in a continual rhythm 
of accumulating energy. 

“T believe that all through our grewth 
from infancy to prime we added our mole- 
cules to every unit of protoplasm rhythmi- 
cally as our flagellate ancestors did. In- 
cidentally, 1 believe that, to that same 
metabolic rhythm, inherited from the 
flagellates, we owe our sense of time, so 
that our appreciation of dancing, poetry, 
and music shows that we are still flagel- 
lates at heart.” 


AGRICULTURE. 
HIGHER EDUCATION NOT 
HAVING EFFECT. 
‘Wireless and the motor "bus have 
done much to enliven rural conditions, 
but they really only succeed in emphasis- 
ing the superficial undesirability of 
country life, country wages and a country 
outlook,’ said Mr. C. G. T. Morison, of 
the Oxford School of Rural Economy, 
President of the Agricultural Section, 
speaking on Agriculture and National 

Education. 

There was among farmers, and among 
the rural population generally, a certain 
lack of elasticity, a certain dullness of 
outlook, which would have to disappegr if 
agriculture was to take its rightful place 
among the other great industries of the 
country. ‘‘ Despite all the money which 
is annually spent on higher education, 
there is not coming forth into the country- 
side from our universities and colleges 
that stream of well-informed and well- 
educated young men and women whose 
influence would so greatly modify farm- 
ing practice up and down the land. There 
is a large number of farmers whose
